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INTRODUCTION 

I-Then,  early  in  1956,  a  seninar  was  conducted  for  a  nuiiber  of 
civil  service  officers  of  the  Hessian  Land-Govemnent,  the  Frankfurt  Public 
Affairs  Office  had  the  opportunity  to  ehov  the  USI/i-feature  filn  "Hour  of 
Choice."  To  ascertain  the  effect  the  filn  night  have  on  this  particular 
group,  the  Research  Staff  was  asked  to  design  a  short  write-in-questionnaire  - 
as  actioal  interviewing  at  the  seninar  was  not  feasible.  The  questionnaire 
ained  at  assessing  the  general  reaction  of  the  audience  to  the  filn  as  well 
as  attitudes  toirard  the  concept  of  a  United  Eiarope,  (since  this  vas  the 
principal  thene  of  the  filn).  The  questionnaire  was  distributed  right  after 
the  showing  and  returned  by  137  participants  in  the  seninar  the  next  norning. 
Adninistration  of  the  questionnaire  was  handled  by  the  Filn  Officer  of  the 
Frankfurt  Public  Affairs  Office.  The  processing  and  the  analysis  of  the 
data  was  perfomed  by  the  Research  Staff. 

SUM  MARY 

The  belief  that  this  particular  group  of  civil  service  officers 
of  Land  Hesse  v/ould  be  a  critical  audience  for  the  US I/\. -feature  filn 
"Hour  of  Choice''  largely  because  of  their  high  educational  level  was  borne 
out  by  the  results.  Whether  because  of  this  'oasic  fact,  cr  because  everyone 
was  already  in  favor  of  the  idea  of  a  unification  of  Western  Europe,  appraisal 
"f  thi^  filn  tenc'^d  to  be  lulce-wana.  Most  respondents  thought  that  the  film 
expressed  the  ideal  of  a  United  Europe  only  "fairly  well"  rather  than  "very 
well,''  or  even  ''■'.,'eli,"  Their  opinion  as  to  how  successful  the  filn  wa.s  in 
expressing  this  idea  appears  to  be  a  factor  influencing  their  general  liking 
or  disliking  of  the  filn. 

Since  alnost  everyone  was  already  in  favor  of  the  idea,  the  filn 
naturally  could  not  do  nuch  to  convert  anyone.  It  did,  however,  cause  four 
out  cf  ten  to  regard  their  pro-unification  attitudes  as  strengthened. 

The  great  Liajority  thought  it  would  be  worthwhile  to  show  this  picture 
to  other  groups  within  and  outside  of  Gema.nj'-.  Yet  fully  a  quarter  had 
criticisus  on  this  score.  They  either  did  not  think  it  should  be  shown  at 
all  or  wanted  it  revised  and  inproved  first. 
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Section  I  -  Conposition  of  the  Audience 


As  night  be  expected,  the  civil  service  officers  attending  this 
seminar  are  far  from  representati-ve  of  the  general  population.  It  is  a 
predaninantlj--  nale  group  (96?(>),  and  enjoys  a  level  of  schooling  nuch  higher 
than  is  found  among  the  general  population.  Among  the  civil  servants  at  least 
885&  have  gone  further  than  the  elementary  school,  and  32^  have  received  their 
Abitur  or  gone  on  to  the  university.  In  the  general  population  only  17%  have 
gone  beyond  elementary  school,  while  4^  have  received  their  Abitur  or  gone  on 
to  the  university. 

From  past  studies  we  know  that  the  higher  the  educational  level  the 
more  likelihood  that  the  group  will  be  a  critical  one .  This  fact  should  be 
kept  in  mind  when  reading  the  following  pages.

Section  II  -  Baeic  Attitudes 

AmOST  EVERYONE  FAVORS  EUROPEAN  UNIFICATION  ... 

In  order  to  properly  assess  reaction  to  the  "Hour  of  Choice" 
it  was  necessary  to  know  the  attitude  of  the  group  towards  the  unification 
of  Western  Europe  -  since  the  nessage  of  the  film  is  that  a  European  Union 
would  benefit  all  nations  concerned,  and  hence  should  be  striven  for. 

Almost  everyone  in  this  group  of  HeEsia.n  civil  servants  declared 
himself  in  favor  of  the  idea  (96^  were  "for"  a.  unification  of  Western  Europe) .

EIGHT-TENTHS  STILL  FAVOR  EUROPEAN  UNIFICATION  EVEN  IF  IT  BRINGS 
ECONOyilC  TROUBLES  AT  FIRST  ... 

The  appeal  of  European  integration  is  so  strong  with  this  particular 
group  that  very  few  v;ould  desert  the  ideal  when  faced  with  the  prospects  of 
sone  economic  dislocations  at  the  "beginning.  Eight  out  of  ten  (79^)  a-^e  still 
unequivocally  for  it.  An  additional  3i>   say  they  would  still  be  in  favor  of 
the  idea  if  the  burdens  were  equally  distributed,  while  another  3^  basically 
in  favor  of  the  idea  give  other  qualifications .  The  k^}  who  were  initially 
opposed  to  the  whole  idea  are  only  increased  to  13^^  when  this  possible  un- 
pleasant prospect  is  held  up.

Econcaic  reasons  were  choaftn  nost  often  (by  72^)  fron  a  list  of 

four  reasons  (military,  economic,  political,  and  cultxiral)  as  the  one  for 

which  it  was  most  nccessarj'  to  achieve  a  unification  of  Western  Europe, 

While  a  najority  also  selected  political  reasons  (58^),  relatively  few 

selected  military  or  cultural  reasons  (33^  ^.nd  yf}>   respectively) ,

Section  III  -  Appraisal  of  the  Film 


FIIM  LIKED  BY  SIX  OUT  OF  TEN  ... 

V/hile  the  filn  was  liked  by  six-tenths  (615&)  of  the  people  who  saw 
it,  it  should  be  noted  in  the  following  table,  that  the  overwhelning  majority 
of  the  replies  fell  into  the  middle  brackets,  i.e.  90^  of  all  responses 
pegged  their  liking  of  the  film  as  either  "well"  or  "not  so  well" .  Only  2^ 
used  the  extremely  positive  response  and  only  8^  used  the  two  extreme  negative 
categories .

In  response  to  a  q.uery  asking  for  their  criticism  of  the  filii,  a 
third  (3^^)  replied  tha.t  they  had  none  to  make.  Aaong  the  criticisns  which 
were  nade,  most  concerned  the  presentation  of  the  sutject.  And  anong  those 
who  nia.de  this  kind  of  a  reply,  over  half  secued  to  be  concerned  with  the  filn's 
lack  of  clarity  and  hard-hittingness.

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MOST  REPONDENTS  THINK  FILM  EXPRESSED  IDEA  OF  A  UNITED  EUROPE 
ONLY  "FAIRLY  WELL"  . . . 

Since  we  already  know  that  this  particular  audience  is  overt-zhelningly 
in  favor  of  the  integration  of  Weetern  Europe,  which  is  the  therae  of  the  filn, 
their  answers  to  the  following  question  on  how  well  the  filn  expressed  the 
idea  of  a  United  Europe  should  be  particularly  studied. 

About  half  (^9^)  said  that  the  "Hour  of  Choice"  expresses  the 

idea  of  a  United  Europe  only  "fairly  well."  Between  the  inner,  more  conservative 

responses  of  "well"  and  "fairly  well"  over  eight-tenths  (81^^)  of  the  group  are 

accounted  for.  This  pattern  of  reply  is  strikingly  sinilar  to  that  given  in 

response  to  the  original  (juery  "How  did  you  like  the  filii?"  While  the  pattern 

is  similar,  the  level  is  slightly  lower  than  that  concerning  the  fili-i  in 

general.

As  was  shown  earlier,  replies  to  nany  of  the  cLuestions  concerning  this 
filn  are  tinged  by  their  opinion  as  to  how  well  the  picture  expresses  the 
idea  of  a  unified  Europe  (an  idea  that  alnost  all  of  then  favor).  A  cross- 
tabulation  of  the  results  of  the  previous  question  with  belief  in  the  econonic 
advantages  of  a  European  union  is  presented  below.  It  is  easy  to  see  that, 
again,  those  who  think  the  filn  does  a  good  job  in  presenting  the  idea,  of

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Section  IV  -  Inpact 

INTENSIFICATION  OF  PRO-UNIFICATION  ATTITUDES  ACHIEVED  . . . 

Since  as  ve  know  alnost  everyone  in  this  group  (96^)  was  in 
favor  of  the  idea  of  a  unification  of  Western  Europe  before  seeing  the 
filn,  it  would  indeed  be  a  notable  achievenent  to  register  any  affect  at 
all.  The  fact^  therefore,  that  58°/^  said  that  it  had  not  influenced  their 
attitudes  should  not  be  taken  as  discouraging.  Rather  it  is  the  four  our  of 
ten  (39?^)  who  said  that  their  attitude  in  favor  of  a  united  Europe  was 
intensified  as  a  result  of  seeing  the  filxi  which  can  be  ascribed  to  the 
credit  of  the  picture. 

Had  this  been  a  nornal  interview  situation  rather  than  the  sinple 
paper  and  pencil  questionnaire  that  it  had  to  be  under  the  circunstances,  it 
would  have  been  interesting  to  have  followed  up  on  those  individuals  who 
admitted  to  a  changed  attitude  as  a  result  of  seeing  the  filra  "Hour  of  Choice" 
i.e.  the  2$  who  said  that  they  previously  had  been  rather  opposed  to  the 
idea  but  now  were  for  it,  and  the  one  person  (in  rounding  the  percentages 
shown  as  1^)  who  said  he  had  been  turned  against  the  idea  of  a  unification 
of  Western  Europe  because  of  the  filn.

Under  the  assuaption  that  respondents  upon  whon  the  filQ  had  had  a 
good  affect  will  he  nore  likely  to  feel  that  others  should  see  the  filn 
too,  and  conversely,  where  the  filu  had  a  poor  affect,  the  audience  will  be 
likely  to  feel  that  there  is  little  purpose  in  showing  it  to  others,  the 
group  was  asked  which  groups  in  the  population  should  be  shown  the  fili.i  - 
if  the  filn  should  be  shown  at  all. 

The  great  nojority  gave  answers  naaing  various  segnents,  most  of 
which  were,  naturally  enough,  within  Gemony,  although  5^  considered  other 
countries . 

There  ^vas  considerable  criticisn  of  the  filn,  however.  A  full 

quarter  of  the  group  (2U^)  gave  criticiens  which  should  not  be  overlooked. 

Seven  per  cent  felt  that  it  wasn't  worthwhile  showing  the  filn  to  any  groups, 

and  an  additional  17^  wanted  the  filn  revised  and  inproved  before  release 

elsewhere.
